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DOWN THE CORRIDOR OF TIME 

Some Interesting Observations oi Old Time Au- 
burndale by Mrs. H. R. Turner 


About a month ago, as I was pass- 
ing along Auburn street, near the rail- 
road bridge, I noticed some old brush 
was being cleared up on a vacant lot 
next to the livery stable. 

As I looked down into the Tot I dis- 
covered the remains of an old road or 
Inne. It was about twenty feet wide 
nnd walled up on both sides with a 
low bank wall. It showed the hand of 
man and it must have been built for 
some purpose, and I looked about to 
see what it could be. 

One end of it was up against the 
high wall of the bridge, where the 
road begins to rise, nnd the other was 
walled up by the railroad masonry. 

Upon looking at this stone work, I 
found that there was a space about 
the same width ns the little road 
which was built in a different manner 
from the rest, and this convinced me 
that the road must have gone beyond 
this wall, at some time. Could this be 
a relic of the time when the railroad 
was not in Auburndale, when there 
was no Auburn street bridge, and 
when all the roads in the vicinity 
were upon the same grade as my little 
road? 

Auburn street must have been as 
low as this little road at some time 
and this road branched off from it or 
may have been a part of it. 

As it lies now it is at an angle of 
about 45 degrees from the main road, 
and must have led to some house on 
the other side of the track. Upon in- 
quiry I find that there was here for 
many years, a large house which was 
called the Old Washburn House which 
was one of the original first houses. 
It was much injured by the railroad 
which almost touched its doors and 
was removed about thirty years ago. 
It its place farther back from the rail- 
road was built what is called the New 
Washburn House which is still stand- 
ing and which must have been a very 
good house in its day, having the long 
French window's and generous build- 
ing materials which are characteristic 
of several houses built in the same 
design and at about the same time, 
and w'hich are still standing in Aub- 
urndale. 

If the railroad came through in 
1834-5, the New Washburn House was 
probably built soon after, and the lit- 
tle road was made Impassable. 

With the lowering of the tracks and 
the building of the Auburn street 
bridge, this solid bank wall was put 
in, and so the road disappeared. 

It is not more than 30 years since 
the railroad was on a level with the 
highways. When I came to live here 


the now Richardson station was just 
building and the old depot was still 
in use. It was located near the foot 
of Hancock street and it w’as the same 
building now standing in the triangle 
of Auburn and Ash streets. 

There was no fence on the Auburn 
street side and we could nnd did pass 
freely across the tracks to the Post 
Office from the railroad station. 

There w’as a platform along the rail- 
road on the Auburn street side nnd if 
we wanted to take a train towards 
Riverside w’e had to be on that side of 
the track when the train came, and 
passengers from Boston usually left 
the cars on that side, although not 
always, and there w'as the danger. 
When the fast express trains came, it 
w’as a dangerous things to do. I re- 
member an incident which gave me a 
lesson. I was waiting at Newton to 
take the train for Auburndale and w'as 
on the station side. I knew I ought to 
be on the platform side and saw what 
I supposed was my train coming down 
the road. I caught up my little girl 
and walked hurriedly across the 
trades, but I had barely got ovor 
when the train rushed by and it was 
an express! Perhaps I should not 
have remembered it, but a lady came 
to me, and said what a dangerous 
thing I had done, and told mo that 
that was the w r ay Mrs. — , somebody 
she knew, was killed. 

It w’as such accidents as this which 
finally obliged the B. & A. to raise 
their "grades and protebt their tracks. 
We thought it a great hardship w'hen 
we had to go around over the bridge 
and many w’ere the holes in the fence 
before the Village Improvement Soci- 
ety installed the tunnel. 

I have been told that originally the 
grade was so steep that a freight car 
if started at Riverside would continue 
to roll to Faneuil. 

When the road w’as first built the 
trains did not stop at Auburndale of 
course, and the nearest stop would be 
at Hulls Crossing, NewtonviTle, and 
Miss Ware tells me that jt’hen on one 
occasion her uncle came from New’ 
York and the train stopped in front of 
the Poor House here, everybody in 
town came out to see what was the 
matter. 

This was the home of Mr. Henry 
Pigeon and had been taken by the 
tow’n of Newton for a City Farm. 

As the railroad had taken a cut thru 
this farm, Mr. Charles du Marisque 
Pigeon, son of Mr. Henry Pigeon, 
considered that It w’ould be 
well to make this a stopping place for

100 YEARS OLD 

Captain C. E. Ranlett Will Pass Century 
Mark on Nov. 9 


Captain Charles Everett Ranlett. a 
resident of Auburndale for the past 
fifty years and one of the most respect- 
ed residents of the city, will observe 
his 100th birthday next Thursday. 
While Captain Ranlett is confined to 
his room by physical infirmities, his 
mental faculties are unimpaired and 
he takes a deep Interest in everyday 
affairs. 

He was born November 9, 1816 at 
Montville, Maine, and went to sea at 
an early age. being employed In the 
coasting trade. At about the age of 
twenty-five, he took command of the

bark "Alabama" and in her and his 
next command, the fine clipper ship 
"Kentucky,” was engaged in trade be- 
tween New York, New Orleans, and 
European ports. In 1847 he became 
captain of the bark "Miltiades,” in 
which, during the Irish famine, he 
made voyages to Limerick, Odessa, 
and Antwerp. In 1850 in the ship 
"Ionian,” he made the voyage to San 
Francisco, and was there at the time 
of the great fire of 1851. In this ship 
and in the ship "Oracle,” he made sev- 
eral voyages to India. China, and 
Australia. In 1860, In a schooner 
"Nautilus,” he made a scientific expe- 
dition to Labrador and Greenland, and 
in 1864 and 1865 in the bark "Sun- 
beam” made a voyage to Australia, 
Peru, Ireland, and Spain, taking with 
him his whole family. His last com- 
mand was the bark "Asterias.” 

Between these voyages he was a 
resident of Thomaston. Maine, and in 
1863 was representative from that 
town in the Maine Legislature. He 
removed to Auburndale in 1S66. In 
the years 1871-1872 he was one of the 
selectmen of Newton, and was one of 
the City’s representatives in the Gen- 
eral Court in the years 1S77-1S7S-1S79. 

He is a member of the Auburndale 
Congregational Church and of the New 
England Historical and Genealogical 
Society. 

Captain Ranlett was twice married, 
his first wife being Elizabeth Bond 
Stearns and the second, Ann M. Jor- 
dan.

Mayor Edwin O. Childs, the first 
speaker received a tremendous ovation 
and was surely in the midst of his 


friends. He said in part that Newton 
was always ready to honor her sol- 
diers, living or dead. That its citizens 
were proud of Co. C and tendered 
their gratitude and greeting at this 
celebration of their victories of patriot- 
ism and sacrifice. None of us are fond 
of war. few would ever advocate war 
and yet when Co. C left for the border, 
we felt that it meant war. You sol- 
diers gave us the comforts of peace for 
the rigors and privations of military 
life. It meant sacrifice and you de- 
serve just as much credit as if you 
had met the enemy on the field of bat- 
tle. You should be congratulated on 
your splendid service and your con- 
duct under canvas and in the field, as 
your record for discipline and deport- 
ment in strange places is all that could 
be desired. 

You have come back more than sol- 
diers. you are men. The best way our 
citizens can repay you is by standing 
strongly by Co. C with that loyal sup- 
port which has been sadly lacking but 
which you have demonstrated you sc 
well deserve. 

Congressman Carter spoke strong® 
of the necessity of proper equipment* 
for the army, saying that it was abso- ’ 
lutelv necessary that the men should 
bt* well shod, well clothed and well 
fed. He said that the army should be 
given the same pay as the men could 
earn at home so that a man would not 
sacrifice two-thirds of his income in 
order to be a soldier. 

Adjt. General Pearson said that the 
number of men who are willing to 
offer their lives for their country is 
small, but he was proud of the Massa- 
chusetts National Guard, and said that 
the Fifth Regiment and Co. C had 
maintained the best traditions of the 
Commonwealth at home and abroad. 
He believed the regular army too 
small for effective work and it is ab- 
surd to ask men to serve in the army 
for $15 per month, and that it would 
be impossible to raise an army of 
250,000 at the present rate of pay 
which was 4 cents an hour for a 12- 
hour day. There were three alterna- 
tives. either give up the army, give 
adequate pay and have compulsory 
service. 

Col. Stover was received with three 
cheers and said that the spirit which 
animated the boys of '61. those of ’98 
and of T6 was the same and he was 
proud of the fact that Massachusetts 
was the first state in 1916 as it was in 
61 and ’9S to send competent troops 
to the front as it was a tribute to the

DEATH OF MR. MARSHALL 

Mr. Augustus Marshall, one of the 
most respected residents of Newton 
for the pnst forty years, died Wednes- 
day afternoon at his home on Willard 
Rtreet. after a few days’ illness with 
pneumonia. 

He was about 81 years of age and 
made his first pictures In 1858, group 
pictures of Morris Brothers, Pell & 
Trowbridge’s minstrels, that were 
hung at the doorway of the company’s 
old exhibition hall on Washington 
street. 

He first started In business for him- 
self in 1860 at 63 Court street, at a 
time when there were listed in the 
Boston City Directory 50 daguerreo- 
typlsts and 12 photographers. The 
following year both branches of the 
picture art. were consolidated ns one 
vocation, and there have since been 
only "photographers.” Previous to 
that time, however, Mr. Marshall had 
been employed by an “artist” named 
Hamilton, whose gallery was on the 
fifth floor of a building at Washington 
and Bromfield streets, and later with 
Marcus Ormsbce, an enterprising nm- 
brotypist nt 203 Washington street. 
The latter in 1860 anticipated the Bos- 
ton visit of the Prince of Wales, later 
King Edward of England, by procur- 
ing from England a small daguerreo- 
type of the royal guest and. copying 
it by wholesale, flooded the streets 
with an article that met with a ready 
and profitable sale. 

In 1861 Mr. Marshall became an oc- 
cupant of the Studio building, and 
while there took pictures of many of 
the celebrities that lived in Boston, 
as well as a number of distinguished 
visitors who came to the city. 

One of these was Henry Wilson, 
Massachusetts senator, practically all 
of whose pictures existing today were 
taken by Mr. Marshall. Another was 
Oliver Wendell Holmes, who as an am- 
ateur in wet photography, invited Mr. 
Marshall to his home on many occa- 
sions, and “when interest in the things 
at hand began to sag,” to quote Mr. 
Marshall in a recent interview, "Dr. 
Holmes would pull down his violin 
and give me a brief concert. In other 

ords the doctor fiddled while I ex- 
perimented. and I shall never forget 
those Charles street visits when I led 
the ’Autocrat’ into one branch, of our 
business.” 

Mr. Marshall is survived by two sons 
and two daughters, Charles P. and 
Loring L. Marshall, and Emma F. and 
Helen L. Marshall, all of Newton. 

He was a member of the Hunnewell 
Club, Revere Lodge of Masons, St. An- 
drew Chapter and De Molay Command- 
ery. Knights Templar. 

Funeral services will he held from 
his late home on Willard street, this 
afternoon at two o’clock.

trains. He obtained six men who 
wished to go to Boston every day. nnd 
this Induced the railroad to make a 
depot here, nnd In November, 1846, 
the town voted "to give or sell suffi- 
cient land near the Poor House for a 
railroad depot." 

This Melrose street corner hns seen 
many changes. A large open tract, 
known as the Robinson Farm Includ- 
ing about 200 acres, originally made 
up this part of the village. Mr. John 
Pigeon lived In one of the first houses 
which stood here, nnd a kind of a 
road led from the Weston bridge to 
the Whittemore Tavern and the Old 
Bourne House, down past the Pigeon 
House to the Washburn House nnd 
over my little road. There was also a 
road to the Ware House and to the 
Senverns House, nnd all the rest open 
space between. 

When the. town took the Pigeon 
House nnd land, they used it ns a Town 
Farm, nnd it was occupied In this way 
for many years. 

Rev. George Rriggs bought the ex- 
tensive barns and made the largest 
one into a handsome dwelling and 
added much to the appearance of the 
then growing centre. 

Mr. Chamberlain bought the Pigeon 
house and moved it over towards Lex- 
ington street, and built a very elegant 
residence on the corner of Melrose and 
Auburn streets. After many vicissi- 
tudes, this gave way to the demands 
of business and was divided and 
moved bnck and tho pretty block 
known ns Norumbega Hall was put in 
its place. 

With the growth of the village, the 
small one room school house which 
had been used and which stood half 
way to West Newton on land near the 
present Church of the Messiah, be- 
came inadequate and a two story 
school house was built on the school 
grounds at what is now Ash street. 
This was later enlarged by a Mansard 
roof and included a largo hall on the 
third floor. This hall became the 
more needed after the burning of the 
Village Hall on Lexington street in 
July. 1865. The site of this building 
may still be traced In the small growth 
of hushes and has never been occu- 
pied. The hall had been very useful 
and had been tho centre of all social 
activities. Each one of the church 
societies began here, and the early 
members looked hack upon those first 
services with pleasure. 

A short street, called Melrose ter 
race, runs in back of Auburn street, 
and was probably the original road 
which led from Whittemore’s Tavern 
past the Pigeon house towards the 
Washburn House, its width and the 
trees showing its age. and it came out 
directly past the Village Hall.

excellent military policy of the state. 
He stated that there were four factors 
for efficiency, first tho men, second, 
equipment, third, training and fourth, 
organization. Equipment was vital, 
nnd we should insist that Congress 
provide the necessary funds. Some of 
tii* men on the border went for weeks 
with their feet on the ground on ac- 
count of poor shoes, we should make it 
our" duty to correct that condition. He 
doubted if service In the regular army 
would ever be congenial to tho Amer- 
ican people, altho America is always 
ready to go to the front in times of 
trouble. We should insist that Con- 
gress should do its duty and then cre- 
ate a sense of the dignity of military 
service in the community. Col. Stover 
recalled the excellent military drill In 
the Newton High School and nskod 
why it was given up. He recommend- 
ed Capt. Cormcrais for tho post of mil- 
itary instructor. 

Commander Orrin W. Nash received 
a warm ovation uml brought the best 
wishes of the Grand Army of the Re- 
public, and of the 34 members of 
Charles Ward Post who were present. 
He urged the younger men pres- 
ent to keep up the observance of Me- 
morial Day after the Civil war vet- 
erans were gone. 

Commander Walter K. Taylor of the 
Spanish War Veterans favored com- 
pulsory military service. 

President Blanchard of the board of 
aldermen extended the appreciation of 
the city government for what tho Com- 
pany had done. He thought that mili- 
tary drill would certainly be restored 
in the High School. 

Representative J. Weston Allen 
spoke of the Minute Men of ’76, the 
boys of ’61 and the men of 1916 as in- 
dicating that it is possible for a de- 
mocracy to use force in order to main- 
tain itself and believed that unless we 
can show that our citizen soldiery can 
be used to protect us. we shall fail as 
other republics have failed. 

Captain Cormcrais the last speaker, 
was given three cheers and a tiger and 
gave a most interesting and sketchy 
talk on the work of the Company in its 
tour of duty during the past four 
months. 

The meeting was closed by singing 
“Auld Lang Syne."

UPHELD BY THE COURT 

(New York Commercial, Oct. 7, 1916) 


It would be impossible to attach too 
much importance to thn decision of 
tlie Court of Appeals, handed down a 
few dnys ago, in the case of Willis 
Vernon Cole, C. S., who, ns readers of 
tills paper will remember, was con- 
victed in 1912 of “illegally practicing 
medicine" on charges made by women 
detectives of the County Medical So- 
ciety. 

Although this paper has no Chris- 
tian Science affiliations, it was pointed 
out in these columns at the time that 
Mr. Cole's conviction involved a seri- 
ous attack upon the religious liberty 
which is one of the chief foundation 
stones of this Republic, and that it 
would be well if the question could be 
properly gone into by a higher court. 
It is most gratifying, therefore, to be 
able to record the fact that the Court 
of Appeals has reversed the conviction 
in tiie lower court, and has ordered a 
new trial. Whether the County Med- 
ical Society, or the prosecuting offi- 
cials, will think it wise to risk an- 
other defeat is problematical, for it 
would seem to be a foregone conclu- 
sion that the result would only be a 
still more complete vindication for 
Christian Science. 

Mr. Cole, long a man of most dis- 
tinguished standing as sculptor and 
poet, stands before the world today 
completely justified and any further 
attack upon him would savor of noth- 
ing but religious persecution. 

It is distinctly held by the Court 
of Appeals that, while the practice of 
healing by Christian Scientists would 
come within the definition of medical 
practice, the statute expressly ex- 
empts those who in the treatment of 
bodily ills follow out the tenets of any 
religion. Christian Science practi- 
tioners are protected by the exemp- 
tion according to the decision. 

Mr. Cole has made a formal state- 
ment in regard to the matter which is 
well worthy the attention of intelli- 
gent men and women everywhere, as 
follows: 

"In rendering this decision the Court 
of Appeals lias struck a note of equity 
and given a fair deal to Christianity. 
The great Empire State refuses to 
make her sons and daughters crimi- 
nals for walking in the footsteps of 
Jesus Christ. The command of the 
Master to heal the sick and preach 
the Gospel to every living creature 
cannot be annulled. I feel that this is 
a victory for the elemental principles 
of liberty, and that ultimately doctors 
as well as Christian Scientists will 
benefit by it. After all, are we not 
brethren?"

NEWTON FREE LIBRARY 


On Sunday November 5, the Library 
and its Branches with the exception 
of Walmn, will open on Sunday after- 
noons from 2 to 6 P. M. until the first 
of May. This is especially for the 
benefit of those who cannot come on 
other days and it is hoped that these 
people will take advantage of their 
privilege of borrowing books as well 
as enjoying the many magazines to he 
found in the reading-rooms. 

The photographic exhibit which is 
now being shown at the Main Library 
is loaned by the department of Forest 
Service of the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture under the direct 
charge of the Educational Coopera- 
tion. The exhibition Includes most 
interesting pictures of lumbering, re- 
placement of the forests, commercial 
products of the forest, forests and the 
water supply, enemies of the forest, 
forest types, and how the national 
forests are administered. It is sug- 
gested that the children who have 
been studying trees in school should 
see these pictures before they are 
taken away at the end of two weeks. 

Captain Ian Hay Beith, author of 
"The First Hundred Thousand," is 
now in this country. 

Mr. William J. Locke, whose new 
novel, "The Wonderful Year,” was 
issued this month, has just returned 
to England from the Somme.

even greater promptness than hereto- 
fore. 

About a month ago the Nonantum 
Branch Library placed in its windows 
hooks and placards, typifying service 
the Library stands ready to render. 

The Library has lately received many 
gifts of many hooks from many people 
and also the $5000 from the estate of 
Miss Mary Shannon. This may be 
small in comparison with the million 
and a half just given to the Providence 
Library but it is very welcome to New- 
ton. In addition a marble bust of Mr. 
Edwin B. Haskell has been received. 
This is on a beautifully carved wood- 
en pedestal, and is the work of the 
sculptor Launt Thompson. Accord- 
ing to the New International Encyclo- 
paedia, Mr. Thompson was born in 
Ireland but came to America in 1847. 
In 185S he opened a studio in New 
York City, where he was first brought 
into public notice by his exquisite 
medallion heads. Later he executed 
some striking portrait busts and 
statues. Among his works are a por- 
trait bust of William^ Cullen Bryant 
(Metropolitan Museum), a collossal 
statue of Napoleon (Metropolitan 
Museum), Winfield Scott (Soldiers’ 
Home. Washington), and one of Abra- 
ham Pierson, first president of Yale 
College, The bust of Mr. Haskell was 
made in Italy In 187S. Mr. Haskell 
was for many years the president of 
the Board of Trustees of the Newton 
Free Library. Mrs. Haskell presented 
the bust in memory of her husband.

The course in cooking will aim to 
give a general insight into the food 
problems of the home, and will in- 
clude work in household administra- 
tion, study of the nutritive values of 
food, marketing, simple cookery, the 
planning and serving of meals, and 
invalid cookery. The class is limited 
to sixteen pupils and is especially de- 
signed for young women who wish to 
become familiar with the fundamental 
principles of home cookery. A nomi- 
nal fee will be charged to cover cost 
of supplies. 

The course in sewing and dressmak- 
ing will include the use of single and 
double thread machines, study of com- 
mercial patterns, the handling of dif- 
ferent types of materials and some 
work in design as applied to dress. 

Each pupil will he expected to fur- 
nish her own sewing supplies, mate- 
rials for the garments to be selected 
after personal conference Avith the in- 
structor.

THE SECOND CHRISTIAN FORUM 

Mr. Ivy L. Lee Gives an Interesting Address 
on Railroads 


At the November mooting of the 
Christian Forum of Newton held in 
Eliot Church Sunday evening, Mr. Ivy 
L. Lee gave an interesting address on 
“What Shall We Do With Our Rail- 
roads?” He said in part as follows: — 

"I would liko to interest you this 
evening in the rnilroad problem that/ 
concerns you. I thoroughly believe 
in the railroad and I am not hero to 
tell you or attempt to tell you that 
something wrong is really right. 
What I want to do is to discuss this 
question from the point of view of the 
citizen and not as of a railroad mana- 
ger. 1 want to show you that we are 
bo' governing our railroad question in 
this country that instead of getting 
the men we need at the lowest price, 
we are in great danger of getting what 
we do not need at high prices. We 
move toward Government Ownership. 
We shall have to turn the whole ques- 
tion of what we shall do with our rail- 
roads over to the Interstate Commis- 
sion. They have the power to say how 
much a railroad shall earn and if they 
say that certain rates are reasonable 
rates it means the railroad cannot 
take any more money than can be ob- 
tained in those rates. Therefore as 
the Inter-State Commission can tell 
the railroad what they shall earn, the 
railroad is standing at a standstill, 
because the private investor is afraid 
to invest his money in it. Last year 
saw less railroad construction in the 
Unit d States than in many years since 
the Civil War. The railroads found it 
impossible to issue new stock and peo- 
ple are not willing to buy until the 
railroads are able to issue new stock. 
The people are willing to take their 
chances in Industrial enterprises but 
have stopped taking chances in rail- 
road stock. In this part of the coun- 
try we have a great many railroad fa- 
cilities, but if you go West you will 
find that there is only one double 
track railroad west of the Missouri 
River and you must go nearly 400 
miles before you can get half way 
across the United States. The future 
development of this country is going 
to require a railroad plant four or five 
times larger than the one we have to- 
day and that will require money. The 
railroad managers want to branch out 
and develop their property but find it 
impossible to do so. The railroads 
continue to do a big business, trains 
are crowded, all kinds of freight are 
offered, in fact so much that the rail- 
• roads cannot handle it all, and yet 
they are not making money. There 
are two big reasons, in the first place 
we demand a very much higher stan- 
dard of railroading in this country 
now than when railroads were first 
built. When railroads were first built 
the people wanted a railroad no mat 
ter what kind of a railroad as long as 
it would carry the people over the 
road. Now, people demand new steel 
bridges instead of wooden ones and 
steel cars instead of wooden ones. We 
want drinking cups on the trains and 
we want a great number of frills and 


necessities, all of which are desirable, 
but we do not take account of the 
fact that these thinks cost money. 
People sympathize with a group of 
railroad employees in their starting a 
strike, not that the public want a 
strike, but it does not care what you 
do as long as you do not do it to them. 
People do not think of the expense 
and of the fact that it results in in- 
creased wages to the men and of 
course means a higher standard of 
operation. In England and other 
countries when railroads were first 
established, the railroad people said 
you cannot have a railroad unless you 
have a good one. First class passen- 
gers have to pay four cents a mile in 
England while here first class passen- 
gers pay two and one-half cents a 
mile including a Pullman ticket. In 
1906 the railroad moved their rates 
up and dowm to suit themselves. That 
may or may not have been a good 
plan, but since 1906 they do not move 
their rates down to any extent because 
they cannot put them up again. In 
the old days it was customary In times 
of prosperity to increase the rates. 
Now they cannot increase the rates 
in the time of prosperity and the con- 
sequence is that they do not reduce 
them in times of depression. When 
a man found he could get a contract 
at a particularly low rate, the railroad 
would give him a low rate and get 
his goods to market in time to keep the 
contract but now it is much different. 
Now, generally speaking, there are no 
increases with the basis of earning 
standard and with the scale of expense 
steadily mounting up you can see ex- 
actly what happens after a time be- 
cause the more money they spend the 
higher the rates ought to be and that 
is why although they have had suffi- 
cient in the past nine years they have 
had to economize. Even in this year 
of 1916, the greatest year in the his- 
tory of railroads the increase in earn- 
ings amounted to less than 6 per cent 
on the increased investment necessary 
to provide facilities in which the mon- 
ey might be earned. When you com- 
pare earnings of that short and realize 
the heavy expenses you can see that 
there is not much hope of furthering 
the railroads. One reason the rail- 
roads do not prosper is on account of 
the system of regulation. One Public 
Service Commission will pass one law 
and another will pass one contradict- 
ing it. No one has brought it home to 
the public that if you sympathize with 
the employees in a demand for more 
wages and you insist upon steel cars, 
automatic signals and all those things 
you will have to pay for them. The 
public is going to be asked one big 
thing and that is to have a uniform 
system of regulation. Our industrial 
railroads have a railroad of their own 
moving from one part of their plant 
to another and have all their own 
railroads within their own plants and 
at certain points turn their cars over 
to the railroad. Beside carrying their

90 Per Cent, of the Registration and a Clean Sweep for the 
Republican Ticket in Newton with but One Exception 


MILITARYTRAINING ATHIGK SCHOOLS 

School Committee Submits Figures to Board ot 
Aldermen and Committee Appointed 


The largest vote ever cast at any 
election wns polled last Tuesday at 
the Presidential election for 1916, as 
7517 voters went to the polls out of n 
total registration of 8288, or something 
over 90 per cent of the total possible 
vote. Precinct 2 of ward 2 cast the 
largest percentage 93 per cent. 

Newton gave Hughes and Fairbanks 
a handsome vote, that for Hughes be- 
ing 4605 to 2585 for President Wilson, 
a plurality of 2020. Governor McCall 
did even better with a total of 4769 
to 2243 for Mansfield, a plurality of 
2529 while Senator Lodge had 4660 to 
2350 for Fitzgerald, a plurality of 2310. 
All the other Republican candidates 
on the state and county ticket except 
for Representatives received large 
pluralities. For Representatives, 
Mossrs. J. Weston Allen and Thomas 
Weston, Jr., were re-elected without 
opposition, while Representative Hen- 
ry W. Jarvis, running as an indepen- 
dent Democrat and Independent Re- 
publican defeated the regular Repub- 
lican candidate J. C. Brimblecom, by 
a vote of 3299 to 3186, a majority of 
113 votes. Mr. Jarvis carried all the 
Democratic precincts, gs there were 
no regular Democratic candidates, and 
two of the Republican precincts, and 
cut heavily Into the normal Republi- 
can vote in the rest of the City. The 
combination of Democratic strength 
with about a third of the Republicans 
being too much for the usual Repub- 
lican majority, even at a presidential 
election. 

The five questions on the ballot were 
all decided in the affirmative, as was to 
be expected. The city favored a Con- 
stitutional convention by a vote of 
2965 to 2569, party enrollment by 3666 
to 2168, Agricultural schools by 3334 
to 2189, preferential voting by 2959 
to 2522, while New Years Day had the 
phenomenal vote of 4477 Yes to 1937 
No. A curious feature of the referen- 
dums was the fact that on the first 
four above mentioned, the number of 
blanks were about the same, practi 
cally 2000, while oa New Years Day 
the blanks dropped to 1103, indicat- 
ing that nearly 900 voters knew their 
mind on this one issue, while they 
were either neglectful or indifferent 
on all the others. 

The returns came in slowly as the 
ballot was cumbersome and hard to 
count, the last returns, from Precinct 
1 of Ward 3, being received by City 
Clerk Grant about 12.30 Wednesday 
morning. 

The returns for the more important 
offices are given in full in a table pub- 
lished in this issue, while the follow- 
ing figures show the results for the 
less important, or uncontested offices

The city government would act 
wisely, in the present condition of the 
labor* market, in giving careful con- 
sideration to the request of the city 
laborers for a Saturday half holiday 
thruout the year instead of four 
months, as at present. The tendency 
of the times towards making the con- 
ditions of labor more endurable, to- 
gether with the higher wages paid by 
outside contractors will inevitably 
take the most desirable men from the 
city employ and destroy the present 
'Efficient organization which Street 
Commissioner Stuart has built up. un- 
ess something is done in the near 
uture along this line. 

Now that the election is over, it 
might be well to state that a chal- 
lenged vote does not reflect at all on 
the character of the voter, that it does 
not lose him his vote, and it is merely 
the usual method of obtaining evidence 
which could be used later in case of a 
contested election. The notoriety 
which has recently been given an in- 
cident of this nature in Newton was 
entirely unwarranted and was done 
solely for political purposes. It might 
also be said that a non-resident voter 
is only allowed by law to vote (within 
six months) for certain political offices 
and cannot vote for other offices.

Newton did its share towards the 
election of the Republican ticket on 
Tuesday, altho the expected majori- 
ties for Mr. Hughes. Governor McCall 
and Senator Lodge were materially 
reduced by the active work among the 
Democrats by Mr. Jarvis and his 
friends in their strenuous efforts to 
obtain votes for him. and incidentally 
for Wilson, Mansfield and. Fitzgerald. 
The Republican ticket, with one ex- 
ception. had splendid support in the

own freight they carried passengers 
and freight of the people. So that is 
one reason why the railroads want a 
system of uniform regulation, one that 
will enable the people to know what is 
going on. If we have a uniform sys- 
tem and certain rules we will know 
who is responsible and if this action is 
not taken we are going to get ‘our- 
selves in a position where we will he 
without facilities and where We can- 
not stand st ill and will have to pass 
into the hands of Government Owner- 
ship. Government Ownership might 
he a good thing but we know that un- 
der it we would lie taking a big 
chance. AVe also know that there 
would be a lack, of responsiveness and 
responsibility and increased cost to 
the people and we would he immedi- 
ately loaded up with all sorts of un- 
necessary employees. In order to 
keep ourselves from going into Gov- 
ernment Ownership let us see to it 
that our system is made uniform. 

QUESTIONS. 

Is not the principal reason why peo- 
plo do not Invest in railroad stock on 
account of the miserable management 
as in the New York, New Haven and 
Hartford? Answer. 1 do not think 
there is any question but that the 
railroad scandals which have been 
spread before the people have given 
everybody a great shock. Presuming 
that to be a fact we must look, in or- 
der to determine whether our rail- 
roads are being properly handled in 
our system of regulation, into com- 
panies that are well managed. No one 
will question that the Pennsylvania 
Railroad is not properly managed. 
The Pennsylvania Railroad was earn- 
ing from twelve to fifteen per cent 
and only paying six per cent divi- 
dends. 

Question. AVliere did the other nine 
per cent go to? A’ou say they paid 
six per cent and earned fifteen. An- 
swer. It went into building now ter- 
minals and for providing the necessary 
facilities for the comfort of the peo- 
ple who ride in trains. 

Question. Would it not be bettor 
for railroads to depend on the sale of 
bonds rather than on the sale of 
stock? Answer. It would be better 
to depend on stock as the bonds might 
go into the hands of receivers. 

Question. Is Government Owner- 
ship a success as practiced in Aus- 
tralia? Answer. 1 am not familiar 
with the system of Government Own- 
ership in Australia. But in France it 
was a complete failure. Germany had 
great success with Government Own- 
ership and not being a democracy 
practiced it along military lines. 

Question. How do our railroads 
compare with those in Europe? An- 
swer. That is a very difficult ques- 
tion to answer. The rates in Europe 
are higher than ours, we pay our em- 
ployees more wages than European 
railroads pay their employees. Our 
railroads give lower freight rates. I 
think we have the greatest railroad 
system in the world. 1 have ridden in 
trains in Europe and so I know. Eu- 
ropean rates do not" compare with 
American rates. 

Question. Do you think the Presi- 
dent was fair in granting the eight 
hour law before hearing the railroad 
side of the case? Apswer. I feel 
somewhat like the little girl whose 
mother told her to learn to swim and 
hang her clothes on a hickory limb 
but not to go near the water. I had 
rather answer that question from a 
railroad standpoint rather than from 
any political standpoint. From the 
railroad point of view this is not an 
eight hour law but a law giving ten 
hours’ pay for eight hours’ work and 
therefore is simply an appeal for an 
increase in wages and not an appeal 
to have shorter hours. 

Question. How can the people help 
to get regulated control? Answer. 
They can place the regulation of the 
railroads into one uniform system 
such as our courts are run. Such as 
the Supreme Court, etc., and in that 
way there would he no conflicts.

V SPLENDID COMMUNITY WORK 


The first community lecture in a 
series of four wns given Tuesday af- 
ternoon in the Second Church in New- 
ton. AVest Newton, by Mme. Jutta 
Hclle-Rnnske. the celebrated Scandin- 
avian lecturer regarding whom the 
New York papers agree that “She is 
a woman with a mission.” A large 
and representative nudionco gathered 
to hear her great messngo of "The 
New Era,” which was the subject of 
her inspiring talk. Mme. Belle 
Rnnske believes that a great spirit of 
union shall invade the world; giving 
man a deeper understanding of self 
that will lead to new strength, re- 
pose and purpose. All opposition 
springs she affirms from man’s mis 
taken conception of the varied attrib- 
utes of life. 

She bolioves that all that exists be- 
longs in the schemo of life and that 
nil error springs from separating con 
ditions that were meant to be compli- 
mentary, error resulting from separa- 
tion. A new vital principal shall he 
made to bear upon all education, a 
tangible science that will unite the 
visible and invisible worlds. Life she 
holds Is vibration and every attitude 
of mind influences Its action; sugges- 
tion and auto suggestion accounting 
for more than half of the sickness and 
unhappiness in the world. Our atti- 
tude of mind to ourselves and to each 
other shall be forced to undergo a de- 
cided change; just as we shall be 
made to realize our sacred responsi 
bility to human life in all its aspects. 
Psychology has enforced upon us the 
important fact that the objective world 
and environment in its varied condi 
tions stir not only the subconscious 
influences in our mind, but is the 
cause of actual nerve growth, where- 
fore our duty to civic conditions must 
increase; as by undesirable environ- 
ment we are breeding criminals 
AAY’ong seeing and wrong hearing ac- 
counting for wrong doing. 

Mme. Belle-Ranske made a strong 
appeal to the women in saying that 
the progress of the world depended 
upon their spiritual emancipation, as 
life must stand on a realized religious 
foundation; the church being the 
stronghold of the nation. The time 
is near, she said, when we shall cease 
to quarrel about terms and creeds as 
we shall know that however diverse 
our modes of worship may be, we are 
all praying to and longing for the 
same fundamental principle. The 
brotherhood of man shall liot only be 
an ideal term but become a recognized 
scientific fact "for neither was there 
the least among them he was ashamed 
to call brother.” 

The attack on the church reflects 
she affirms, not upon the church but 
upon the spirit of the congregation; 
for Christianity is not any particular 
church, but a spirit; and the time has 
come when we shall be made to real- 
ize its vast importance. Hence if each 
man realized his individual duty to 
himself and to life and to church — all 
oppositions would fade as wo would 
all meet in a common universal wor- 
ship whatsoever the outward form, for 
the New Era represents the divine 
realization of the union of the spirit 
of man. In this understanding a new 
manner of man will arise who through 
deeper insight into the divine law of 
life itself will become instrumental in 
the building of a great nation.

What the Club Editor said a week 
or so ago about the State Federation’s 
never failing to secure an audience 
was borne out once more last Monday. 
Oct. 30th, when five or six carloads of 
club women left South Station, Boston, 
by the special train at eight-thirty, 
bound for the Autumn meeting to be 
held that day at Franklin. The inhab- 
itants of the town, especially the men,

No more potent influ- 
ence could be brought to bear than the 
proposed great Pan-American Con- 
gress of Women which has been urged 
for 1920 by Mrs. Penny packer. 

Mr. Barrett’s description of the 
sights he saw’ In England and France 
were eloquent and dramatic in the ex- 
treme, his view of the wounded aero- 
plane dashing to earth, his crossing 
of the channel under escort of a dread- 
nought, the visit to both French and 
English trenches so close to the Ger- 
man line that he could hear the men 
discussing their breakfast, all made a 
profound impression upon his audi- 
ence not soon to be forgotten*. 

At the close of the war he sees a 
great change coming in the position 
of women.

of women as they made their w f ay to 
the Unlversalist Church to have their 
credentials properly marked and then 
continued their walk to the Congrega- 
tional Church where the sessions were 
held. Mrs. A. L. Burns, president of 
the Alden Club, as the hostess of the 
day, welcomed the delegates to their 
town and to their club. In her re- 
sponse Mrs. Herbert J. Gurney, the 
president of the Federation, cited the 
great responsibility which rests upon 
women of this country today. It is a 
great time, though not a happy time, 
in which we live. We must work for 
the noblest {.deals and raise them even 
higher that o*ur nation may stand great 
in the world. — as “a nation whose God 
is the Lord.” 

The convention then turned to the 
business of the morning. Miss Elea- 
nor Joslin spoke briefly of the Univer- 
sity Extension courses being offered 
by the State and urged the clubs to 
avail themselves of. the opportunity. 

The Endowment Fund was explain- 
ed by Mrs. Royal Whiton and the pro- 
posed bazaar to raise money toward 
it. The work of the new Travellers’ 
Aid Society was described by the sec- 
retary, Mr. Thompson. The commit- 
tee on Credentials reported the pres- 
ence of 403' delegates from 157 clubs 
who were entitled to vote. Nearly as 
many more visiting club women were 
also present making the total attend- 
ance in the vicinity of 800. After con- 
siderable discussion the proposed 
amendment raising the dues of the 
clubs from five cents to seven cents 
per capita was passed. The resolu- 
tion passed by the Conference of Pres- 
idents favoring raising it to ten cents 
could not be acted upon according to 
Robert the new parliamentary author- 
ity adopted at the annual meeting. 

Dr. Kate Waller Barrett of the de- 
partment of Labor at Washington 
made a' stirring address in which she 
described the Free Employment Bu- 
reau being run by the division of wo- 
men and girls. She asked the co-op- 
eration of groups of women from the 
clubs in work which the government 
is wishing to have done. Such a group 
in New Haven, when making known 
their willingness to assist, were told 
from Washington to engage an in- 
spector for the munitions plants, a 
woman who is under civil service 
rules and receives the same pay as a 
man doing similar work. 

In view of the financial condition 
of the Federation and of the fact that 
the increase in dues does not become 
operative until next year, it was voted 
that the clubs be asked to send a free 
will offering to help out the situation 
this year. 

At the afternoon session Mrs. Pearl 
M. Shafer rendered a group of songs 
and Mr. John Barrett, director gen- 
eral of the Pan-American Union de- 
livered a strong address upon' “Pan- 
America and Pan-Americanism : Their 
mighty Meaning to the Americas.” 
Seldom has the Federation offered a 
speaker who was listened to with such 
attention for so long a time, for he in 
reality made two separate addresses, 
the first upon the topic announced and 
then told of his personal experiences 
of five days In the trenches, for Mr. 
Barrett has just returned from a two 
months’ visit to England and France 
where he went to find out the effect 
of the present war upon the Pan-Am- 
erican relations. 

The Pan-American Union, he said. 
Is the official international organiza- 
tion of the twenty-one American re- 
publics, and he himself, as the director 
general is the only strictly Interna- 
tional officer In the world. One ad- 
verse vote would havo kept him out 
at the time of Ills election, but once in 
a majority vote is necessary to put 
him out. This Union has no counter- 
part in the world. It has prevented 
Hix international wars on the Western 
Hemisphere. The eapitol is at Wash- 
ington and hero the envoys from the 
various countries meet monthly In 
six. eight, or ten-hour sessions. No 
two countries included in tills Union 
can go to war without the permission 
of the other 19. Had there been such 
a eapitol at the capital of England. 
France or Germany in 1914 represent- 
ing a Pan-European Union there nev- 
er would havo been any European 
War. Mr. Barrett urged his hearers 
to visit the headquarters at Washing- 
ton when in that city, the building be- 
ing one of the architectural gems of 
the world. 

in discussing the field covered by 
this Union he pointed out the wonder- 
ful oportunities. the great natural 
wealth and the remurkable progress 


var. so 

they are going to be the greatest bene- 
ficiaries after it Is over. In view of 
all these facts such organizations as 
the Federation face a tremendous re- 
sponsibility. 

At the close of the address two new 
clubs, Webster Woman’s Club and the 
Acton, Massachusetts. Woman’s Club 
were presented for membership, and 
the usual courtesy resolution together 
with an endorsement of the work of 
the Department of Labor in the Free 
Employment Bureau and that the Fed 
oration hold a bazaar in November. 
1917. to add money to the Endowment 
Fund were passed.

Miss Hersey 
also read from other present day poets 
who have taken hold upon the vital 
things of life, those who have sought 
to interpret the United States to them- 
selves, and closed by reading "Christ 
in Flanders” one of the many war 
poems, written by an Englishman in 
the trenches.

The speaker stated that 
all treaties of peace up to the present 
day have contained the seeds of the 
next war. lie cited conditions in Eu- 
rope one hundred years ugo at the 
close of tliet Napoleonic wars as being) 
much the same as they are today, and 
if the people, instead of the diplomats! 
had had their way at that time, we 
should have had something akin to a' 
United States of Europe. Taking all I 
these things into consideration, the' 
approaching peace congress at the I 
close of tiie present war is of tre-| 
mcndouH importance. Upon a recent I 
visit abroad he found the people light- 
ing that this war may be the end of 
ull war. Leaders are already begin- 
ning to plan for some sort of organ- 
ization of the world, that this awful 
situation may not he repeated. It is 
conceded that the United States must 
take the lead in any such movement 
and this involves a break from Amer- 
ica’s former policy of isolation. 
Should another world wur come we 
could not keep aloof from it so close- 
ly are the nations knit together. 

Dr. Nasmyth then proceeded to ex- 
plain the proposals of the Leugue to 
Enforce Peace ns a possible starting 
point for a World Federation. These 
are: -That the United States usk the 
other nations to Join In establishing 
u world court of justice before which 
shall be brought all justiciable ques- 
tions; that the United States ask for 
the creating of an international coun- 
cil of Investigation and conciliation 
for all questions not justiciable; that 
two uutions cannot enter upon war

With the meeting on November 
sixth, the Waban Woman’s Club 
opened its twenty-first year, the Pres- 
ident, Mrs. H. S. Kimball presiding.

Mr b. Irving O. Palmer then spoke 
briefly, and cordially invited the club 
members to attend the Twenty-First 
anniversary of the Newton Federation 
on November eighth. 

Mrs. Kimball and Mrs. Bessey gave 
interesting reports on the Thirteenth 
Biennial Convention of The General 
Federation held in New York. Mrs. 
Stevens, State Federation delegate 
gave a comprehensive report of the 
annual meeting in Lynn, and the au- 
tumn meeting held in Franklin. 

The President then introduced the 
speaker of the afternoon, Mr. Charles 
Wellington Furlong, who was assisted 
at the lantern by Dr. John May. 

Mr. Furlong carried an appreciative 
audience from Buenos Aires, Argen- 
tina into Chil?. His pictures showed 
the City of Buenos Aires and its beau- 
tiful Capitol, which, when first com- 
pleted, was hidden from almost every 
angle, by unsightly structures. These 
were taken, with twenty acres of land 
by right of eminent domain. The 
buildings were torn down, and the 
land converted into a beautiful park. 

Trees do n6t grow wild in Argen- 
tina, and cities are beautified by the 
careful planting of trees and plants, 
and also laying out of the water 
fronts. Inducements are held out to 
architects, who receive medals and 
diplomas for work well done; and 
property owners who erect beautiful 
homes are exempt from taxes. 

There are about two hundred news- 
papers printed in Argentina: one hun- 
dred and fifty in Spanish and the rest 
in other foreign languages. Mr. Fur- 
long. with his gaucho (cowboy) and 
eight horses, traveled from Buenos 
Aires to Chile across country. It was 
necessary to have the horses branded 
with names upside down, and they 
were obliged to carry a bill of sale. 
One of the horses was a hell mare, and 
when it was necessary to rest or sleep, 
they hobbled the front feet of the bell 
mare. In this way, she could not 
travel far, and the others would keep 
close by her. 

The picture crossing the country, 
was barren rock and changing light 
effects. Water was very scarce and 
when they would see a little pond near 
by, upon reaching it they would usu- 
ally find it surrounded by a bog, which 
would have swallowed them, had they 
or their horses tried to cross it. 

If they tied a string to a tin can, and 
threw it from a rock, into the pond, 
the water would be so full of muck 
that they could not drink it. 

He showed a picture of men shear- 
ing sheep, the men holding the shears, 
which were worked by machinery. 

Deserters from foreign countries, 
are kindly treated in Argentina. Mr. 
Furlong mentioned one man who was 
known by the name of Cattle. He was 
much interested in the camera he 
saw used, und wished to own one, and 
also an American made boat. Mr. 
Furlong on his return home had a boat 
built at Mr. Chase’s in Swampscott, 
of the dory type, for him. Ho also 
purchased an American camera and 
films, traveling to New York person- 
all, to see them safely shipped.

The keenest interest of all support- 
ers of the Newton High School foot- 
ball team is now turned toward the 
Waltham High School Athletic Field, 
where tomorrow afternoon, at two- 
thirty, the annual clash between New- 
ton and Waltham will take place.

SOUTH COMMUNITY FORUM 

First Meeting a Great Success. Mexican Problem 
the Subfect of Discussion 


The first meeting of the Newton 
[South Community Forum was held last 
Bunday afternoon at four o’clock in 
Bray small hall. Newton Centre and 
nany who came late were unable to 
|)btain seats. 

Mr. A. C. Burnham opened the meet- 
ing and presented Prof. William Z. 
Itipley to act as chairman. 

The speaker of the afternoon was 
Andre Trhlon, a correspondent for the 
Outlook and Independent in Mexico 
pnd his subject was the "Problems of 
Mexico." 

He said in part — 

There are two kinds of Mexicans, 
those who were there before the Span- 
iards came and then the Spaniards who 
pame later, about the beginning of the 
pixteenth century. In one part are the 
white race and in the other part are 
the yellow, red or black race, the white 
race being the most civilized and ad- 
vanced race. Indians on one end and 
Europeans on the other, 4,000,000 white 
beople and 11,000,000 Indians. In one 
part of Mexico you will find one race 
which are only found in one part of 
Africa, they are a black race covered 
with white spots all over their body. 
And from city to city you will find 
twenty different Indian races, all differ- 
ent in their line of custom and tradi- 
tions and all speaking different lan- 
!s. The Mexican language is 
ppanish. There are many primitive 
Mexicans, out of 15,000,000 people. 11,- 
1)00,000 cannot read or write. There 
pre the beginnings of the problem. 
The Mexicans are always willing to 
fetart on a war path if you show them 
plenty of money and ammunition for 
f heir guns. Any one of you could start 
i Revolution in Mexico in three weeks. 

With all these possibilities in Mex- 
ico what do we see at the present time? 
There is one man there called Car- 
Fanza and who likes to be called the 
Supreme Chief. He has about 2,500 in 
pis force and about 25,000,000 enemies. 
Ve hear that Carranza is living in 
|\Iexico, but as a matter of fact he 
fcpends most of his time leaving Mex- 
ico. He prefers to keep his wife and 
■family in the United States and still 
lie feels Supreme at times. A year ago 
Carranza was master of 85 per cent of 
■Mexico. Mr. Carranza is Supreme 
phief and has been presented to us as 
l great man. As a matter of fact Mr. 
“arranza has always been a murderer 
[md grafter. 

Mr. Carranza for the last two years 
[las been organizing labor unions and 

approve of labor unions, but what 
has he used them for? He organizes a 
ptrike in some establishment and then 
pends word to the president of the 
pompany that for a small consideration 
he would see that the strike was called 
■iff. Mr. Carranza has been trying to 
T?et cash from Wall street but he can- 
liot get it, therefore he engraves one 
thousand or more bills and buys every- 
thing they can purchase and then he 
Suddenly discovers that the bills had 
liccn forged by his enemies. He en- 
graves another issue of bills and buys 


everything you hnve left nnd two or 
three months later he firnlB that clever 
forgers have been at work again and 
he offers to buy fifty of those bills for 
twenty-five cents. Carranza needs 
money first to buy his enemies which is 
the only way of catching them. Mr. 
Carranza also needs money to improve 
the land. It is a big problem in Mex- 
ico, there are thousands of Indians who 
have no land hut they would not know 
how to use it if they did. In dome 
parts of the country the rainfall is to- 
tally insufficient but in other parts 
there is a steady downpour for a few 
weeks or months and then there would 
be none for eleven months or more. 
The land is very fertile and if the In 
dians knew how to care for it they 
have not got the machinery and tools 
that are necessary. It must be a com- 
pany well financed and in the most 
modern way to make this land ready 
for farms. Carranza needs money for 
opening schools. Eleven million can- 
not read or write so they certainly 
need schools. That was five years ago 
and since then there hasn’t been a 
school open. Sixty or seventy Catholic 
schools kept open ns long us they 
could but the Mexicans carried off the 
nuns nnd so the Catholic schools had 
to close. I believe one sectarian school 
is better than no school at all. Mr. 
Carranza sent a few teachers to learn 
the American methods. A very beau- 
tiful thought but there were no schools 
to use these methods in. They need 
money for the schools and they need 
money for the army. The Mexican 
gets no meals given him for his serv- 
ices. the children have to steal them 
while the mother cooks them and 
father eats them. It is all right for 
the children to steal or beg for food 
because it is done to feed father and 
that is for a patriotic purpose. And 
that is the way the children grow up 
beggars and thieves, and there are no 
schools tef teach them to be anything 
better. Here is the situation and I 
cannot see how Carranza or anyone 
else can get anywhere without oceans 
of cash. It can come from one source 
and that is the United States. What 
are we going to do about it, or are we 
going to do anything about it? I feel 
we ought to. We have made it clear 
to all nations that no one must try to 
put their finger in the American pie. 
Whether it is South American or Mex- 
ican pie. We do not want to go into 
Mexico to do harm what we want to do 
is to bring peace and prosperity back 
to Mexico. Instead of going into Mex- 
ico crying "down with Mexico,’’ we 
should go in as neighbors or big 
brothers and shout “long live Mexico.” 

QUESTIONS. 

Is there any positive evidence that 
Huerta killed Madero? 

I don’t think he did. I have met 
Huerta and I think if there had been 
two Maderos I would have killed them 
both. Mr. Carranza has killed as many 
men as Huerta. 

After the European War has come 
to a close what is the likelihood, that 


MEMORIAL SERVICE 


Charles Ward Post G. A. R. Honors Its Deceased Comrades 
With Impressive and Beautiful Ceremonies 


Charles Ward Post, G. A. R„ held a 
beautiful and impressive memorial 
service Sunday afternoon in Temple 
hall, Newtonville, in honor of those 
members who have passed away during 
the past five years. Facing the audi- 
ence, and telling the story in a far 
more impressive manner than mere 
words, were 41 empty chairs, each 
decorated with a small American flag 
and a vase with yellow chrysanthe- 
mums. 

The number of veterans who sat in 
the front seats and whom the audience 
greeted by rising when they entered 
the hall, hardly equalled the vacant 
chairs. 

The speakers’ stand was flanked with 
standards of national colors, and the 
altar in front was draped with the 
flag. 

The program included some exquis- 
ite singing by the Schumann trio, and 
Mrs. Hemenway rendered "The Va- 
cant Chair" in splendid fashion. 

Commander Orrin W. Nash presided 
and the principal addresses were made 
by Mayor Childs and Rev. Galusha 
Anderson. 

Mayor Childs said in part: The An- 
gel of Death is no respecter of per- 
sons — he visits our homes, our church 
and our country. It is a beautiful cus- 
tom of the Grand Army to pay tribute 
to its departed comrades, but this 
should not be a service of sadness, 
rather a service of joy and inspira- 
tion. What they and you did. here 
have made us better and life is richer 
for the sacrifices you have made. We 
should consecrate ourselves to their 
memory for we need the same heroism 
and devotion to principle to succeed 
in the battle of life. 

Rev. Mr. Anderson gave some inter- 
esting reminiscences of his experiences 
during the Civil War, saying in part 
that mighty issues were decided by 
that conflict and Its battles were bat- 
tles of progress. The two underlying 
causes of the war were African slav- 
ery and state sovereignty, and were 
worth all they cost in being settled 
right. The spirit of the men of ’61 was

Mr. Edwin A. Cottrell, the expert 
who has been studying the working 
operations of the Street. Water and 
Forestry department of the city for 
the past six months, has finished his 
work and submitted a voluminous re- 
port to Mayor Childs and the board of 
aldermen. 

In his letter of transmittal, Mr. Cot- 
trell states that "the survey does not 
attempt to set up any ideal standard 
or imaginary picture of municipal 
government. It aims to measure a 
reasonable, practicable public service 
and compare it with the accomplish- 
ments of other cities. It tests the 
methods employed by standards which 
Newton should set for itself." 

Mr. Cottrell finds that the heads of 
the departments are striving for the 
utmost efficiency even to the point of 
closeness and false economy. Each 
has training and experience and is dis- 
playing the greatest honesty and best 
intentions in his work. Each is em- 
phatic that outside influence and po- 
litical pressure must be removed and 
that petty district and ward consider- 
ations are the bane of public welfare 
Citizens will insist upon responsibility 
and responsiveness to public demand 
when they realize the importance of 
training, equipment and temperament 
as the requisites of decreased expend- 
itures in city departments. Heads of 
departments are carrying on their 
work with courtesy and tact and per- 
forming their duties fearlessly and 
conscientiously. The new accounting 
system has caused some friction but is 
indispensable to good business, altho 
there is danger of becoming too sys- 
tematized. There is an absence of 
criticism of superiors, a willingness 
to accept suggestions and to listen to 
results obtained in other place^. 

Notwithstanding that many sugges- 
tions are made for further efficiency, 
it is Mr. Cottrell’s firm belief that 
Newton approaches more nearly the 
ideal community government than 
many of the cities with which com- 
parisons can be drawn. Newton has 
fewer officials as department heads, is 
receiving more and better service from 
its officials and employees, is operat- 
ing on a more competent, efficient and 
economical basis and has a more in- 
telligent and wide-awake electorate. 

The relations existing between some 
of the departments, in some cases 
amounting to extreme friction, are not 
criticized. The overlapping jurisdic- 
tion of certain officials should receive 
attention. Many matters of financial 
interest need adjustment. 

Mr. Cottrell warns us that city ex- 
penditures must necessarily increase. 
Supplies, material and labor have in- 
creased from 50 to 60 per cent in the 
last 10 years. Increased shorter hours 
of labor, holidays, vacations with pay. 
pensions and disability compensation 
are inevitable and economy and effi- 
ciency will only follow the most intel- 
ligent effort and the use of labor and 
time saving devices and machinery. 

Mr. Cottrell does not favor a con- 
solidation of these three departments 
info one of Public Works. 

He criticizes the delay in issuing an- 
nual reports, urges brevity and con- 
ciseness and a proper collection of 
material. 

Street Department 

He believes the Street department 
to be properly balanced, that it is not 
operated by amateurs, altho the charge 
of antiquated methods might be proved 
in some instances. Complaints, which 
are usually the index of efficiency, arc 
few. but too prompt attention is be- 
ing given them. This is pleasing to j 
citizens but costly to the city. He rec- 
ommends a more thoro inspection sys- j 
tem to save maintenance costs, by re - 1 
porting defects thru a regular patrol I 


of jobs under construction, cleaning 
methods, defective materials and the 
■ checking of supplies. The office force 
is adequate and highly efficient. Fees 
should be charged for street obstruc- 
tions. signs, poles, awnings, etc. He 
severely condemns the Willow street 
stable, the Pettee street stable, as be- 
ing entirely inadequate. Sheds at all 
yards are not sufficient for storage. 
Stable.s are clean and well kept, and 
the horses in excellent condition. 
Newtonville yard is too small for Street 
and Forestry departments and there 
should be a new yard obtained at Cook 
street, Newton Highlands, where ad- 
ditional land should be obtained and 
storage tanks and bins constructed in 
connection with a new stable. Pres- 
ent equipment is good but rapidly de- 
teriorating. He favors motor driven 
vehicles, claiming a 50 per cent saving 
in expense. The city should have a 
motor sweeper, use tractors and trail- 
ers in collection of ashes and rubbish. 
The cost of producing crushed stone is 
excessive, much time wasted in oper- 
ating stone crushers, where electric 
power should be installed. City gar- 
age methods are approved and he finds 
no great abuse of the use of city cars. 

Newton streets. Mr. Cottrell says 
carry an enormous amount of traffic 
have adequate length and width and 
are in better condition than those of 
any other city in this part of the coun- 
try. It is no exaggeration to say that 
Newton is getting more and better 
street surface at a lower cost than 
other cities. He approves the system 
of tar penetration, saying it is stand- 
| ing the hardest tests and is only ex- 
ceeded by bituminous concrete as an 
ideal pavement. 

He criticizes the slow delivery of 
stone on the work and the taking off 
of laborers for other work, such as 
collection of ashes, etc. He does not 
approve of the lax manner in which 
tools are allowed to be scattered about. 
The street cleaning is poorly done, the 
main streets are far from clean and 
many side streets are unsightly. All 
street sweepers should have the latest 
kind of receptacles, there should be a 
motor sweeper and main streets and 
sidewalks should be flushed once a 
month. 

The street commissioner and wire 
inspector should have control of pole 
locations in the street and not wait 
for meetings of the aldermen. 

Newton is poorly lighted except on 
Washington street and in the princi- 
pal squares. 

Wooden sidewalks are in dangerous 
condition and no more should be con- 
structed. 

There is a lack of co-operation be- 
tween householders and collectors of 
waste. Boxes and wooden barrels 
j should be excluded. Wagons should 
have tarpaulin covers. Dumps are 
generally well kept and groomed. The 
expense of installation. $25,000. and 
of maintenance. $10,000. does not just- 
ify an incinerator, as none of them are 
efficient, leaving partly burned or

scorched material. The proper solution 
is a motor tractor to haul the waste 
to dumps and save $10,000 annually 
over present expenses. 

Commissioner should have a free 
hand over labor. There should be an 
exchange of experienced men between 
departments in winter season. Policy 
of laying off men ns a punishment is a 
farce. The department is honey- 
combed with aged and decrepit men 
who demoralize the rest of the force. 
Men over 60 should be gradually elim- 
inated by transfer to park department 
or by pension and places taken by men 
on probation at $2. Mr. Cottrell fig- 
ures the time lost by men at 10-20 per 
cent for construction. 25 per cent for 
cleaners. 10 per cent for sower men 
and 20 per cent for ash collectors. 

Water Dept. 

Mr. Cottrell says that the Water 
Commissioner is a very careful 
spender and might even be called too 
provident in some cases. Practically 
all prices paid for materials are below 
those paid in other cities and the de- 
partment pays less for its coal than 
any other place in this section of the 
country. He says the office space is 
entirely inadequate and its furniture 
antiquated. The yard is so located as 
to require a mile haul and double 
handling of materials. 

Fairness to water takers he says de- 
mands a change in the policy of paying 
for main extensions out of current re 
ceipts. They should be paid from ser- 
ial bonds. City departments should 
pay for water used and the increased 
1 revenue estimated at $2S,680 would in- 
crease revenue and allow a still fur- 
ther reduction in water rates. He be- 
lieves there is a great deal of waste 
where meters are not used. 

The department in his opinion con- 
ducts its business both efficiently and 
economically. 

Forestry Dept. 

The present commissioner, Mr. Cot- 
trell states, has adequate training and 
experience and has built up a great 
system in the department, gradually 
reducing the cost of operation and in- 
creasing the amount of work thru ef- 
fective organization of men and equip- 
ment. The department should have a 
storage building at Crafts street. He 
thinks the *4!u:e methods are as up-to-

Mr. Cottrell favors the latter 
course to save double overhead, effect 
better organization and find more con- 
tinuous employment for a well con- 
structed force of men for the year. He 
believes $5000 will he saved in this 
way. Ho also says this department is 
purchasing materials at lower prices 
than many others in the state. 

Purchasing. 

There is great waste where so many 
departments are on the market at the 
same time with different forms and 
methods. He favors a board of Con- 
tract and Supply composed of the may- 
city solicitor, comptroller, engin- 
eer, and purchasing agent, the last to 
be a central payroll clerk. He be- 
lieves that Newton would save $20,000 
annually in this way. 

Labor. 

Mr. Cottrell discussess the labor sit- 
uation with great frankness. He be- 
lieves that political influence has many 
times increased the payroll In excess 
of the needs and destroyed the disci- 
pline of the departments by forcing 
out ambitious and competent employ- 
ees. The peculiar labor situation the 
past year which brought about the 
raise of wages to $2.50 made conditions 
more uniform in the departments, was 
appreciated by the men and was re- 
flected in the amount of work accom- 
plished. Labor conditions in Newton 
are far above the average but much 
time is lost in going to work and wait- 
ing for materials on the job. The 
practise of leaving the stable at begin 
ning of labor period and leaving work 
in time to reach there at the eml of the 
period should be discontinued. 20 per 
cent of the payroll expense is wasted 
as compared with 50-60 per cent in 
other cities. Open and secret obser- 
vations of men at work gave interest- 
ing results. Working time was shown 
to be 60 per cent secret and SO per 
cent open. Wasted time was 30 per 
cent secret and 10 per cent open and 
waiting for materials was 10 per cent 
for both secret and open. Old men 
should be transferred to the lighter 
work on park maintenance, or pen 
sioned. Vacations should be taken 
during the slack season and is within 
the entire discretion of the mayor. 
He favors highest wages for an eight 
hour day, with half holidays in sum- 
mer and two weeks vacation in winter. 
He finds no indications of padded pay 
rolls, attempts to manufacture work 
or to spread work thinly to gain time 
and he believes the city laborers are 
far more conscientious than those in 
most places. 

He recommends a classification of 
all labor into five grades with a min 
imum rate at entrance, and maximum 
rates established by sub-grades and 
efficiency tests. These grades are as 
follows, 1 — Administrative (heads of 
departments) 2 — supervisory (super- 
intendents, foremen, bookkeepers and 
secretaries) 3 — fixed responsibility 
(clerks, foremen, engineers) 4 — skill 
and accuracy (storekeepers, bookkeep- 
ers, stenographers, inspectors, jani- 
tors. foremen) 5 — routine (laborers). 
But these classifications should not be 
carried too far or made too rigid, 

He believes that experienced admin- 
istrators and proper methods of su- 
pervisions get better results, and finds 
that these factors exist in the depart- 
ments studied, with misdirected ener 
gy, unnecessary employment and low 
grade service conspicuous by their ah 
sence.

DEATH OF COL. WARREN 


Col. Albert Cyrus Warren, for many 
years a resident of West Newton hill, 
but who went to Brookline a few years 
ago, died quite suddenly last Friday 
at his home on Beacon street in that 
town. 

Col. Warren was born at St. Louis, 
Mo., March 18, 1853, the family coming 
to Newton in 1860. 

He was educated in the New Church 
School at Waltham, Union Hall Acad 
emy, Jamaica, L. 1., the Newton High 
School and M. I. T. 

Colonel Warren has served in the 
Massachusetts Volunteer Militia since 
1883 and has a record covering eight 
years as private, corporal and sergeant 
in the Claflin Guards, Newton; six 
years as quartermaster sergeant, 5th 
Regiment Infantry, Massachusetts 
Volunteer Militia; eleven years on the 
staff of the same regiment, his position 
being that of paymaster, with the rank 
of first lieutenant, from Dec. 27, 1889, 
to April 3, 1900, and captain from April 
3, 1900, to May 15, 1901, when he was 
appointed captain and aid-de-camp on 
the staff of the 2nd Brigade. He was 
retired a few years ago with the rank 
of Colonel. 

He was one of the organizers and 
was for many years treasurer of tho 
Warren Soap Mfg. Co., and for the 
past sixteen years has been a director 
and secretary of the Warren Bros. Co. 

He was a member of the Old Guard 
of Massachusetts, the Sons of the 
Revolution, the Founders and Patriots 
of America, Boston Lodge of Elks, and 
the Claflin Guards Veteran Associa 
tion. 

He is survived by a widow and two 
daughters, Miss Mary Warren and 
Mrs. William E. Patrick of New Bed- 
ford.

Lay only permanent sidewalks. 

Pay for crushed stone by weight de- 
livered. 

Probation period for all new la- 
borers.

Don’t Guess — 
Know! 

“Do you remember what Smith’s telephone 
number is?” “It seems to me it is 3621.” “No, 
that doesn’t sound like it — I think it is 2631 — 

I’ll try that.” 

So the call was made without any reference to the di- 
rectory which lay beside the questioner. And the wrong 
connection was made, because the right number was not 
what either of the speakers guessed — it was 3261. 

This illustrates one frequent cause of wrong numbers, 
namely, the transposition of digits in the guessing of num- 
bers. It is so easy to do this that we ask our operators to 
repeat each call distinctly, so that they may be corrected in 
any errors due to misunderstanding. 

There should be no guessing when a telephone number 
is wanted. There are only two ways to get the correct 
number: one way is by looking in the directory. If, on 
looking in the directory, you cannot find the name of the 
person with whom you wish to speak, then you should ask 
for the Information Operator at the desired exchange, and 
she will give you the number from her record^.

It is 
lithe fast climbing prices which have 
necessitated the increased dues of the 
j, State Federation. Where formerly It 
\was possible — and not so many years 
ago either — to get the Manual for $100. 
this year’s cost $500. Any one who 
has had anything to do with printing 
knows the very serious conditions of 
the paper market and the consequent 
high prices. The same thing is true 
of almost everything else. The vote to 
increase the dues taken at the recent 
meeting of the State Federation at 
Franklin does not become operative 
until next year. In order to help out 
the stringency of this year, a motion 
was passed that the clubs he asked to 
make a free-will offering. Many Clubs 
are responding generously, but a ru- 
mor is abroad that certain others, as 
a protest against the Federation’s 
having run behind, are not going to 
contribute. If there are any such, 
will they not think a second time and 
realize that probably the two-cent 
stamp is the only thing in connection 
with Federation work that has not 
gone up in price. — though the use of 
them has surely increased. (Let 
hope that "Uncle Sam” will be kindly 
disposed and not fall into line.) The 
present shortage in the treasury is 
largely due to the condition of the 
times, rather than to mismanagement. 
Let us be loyal* to the Federation and 
to those, who are doing a work second 
to none in the club world, and give 
them the support they need. We can- 
not get the best ones to do it. unless 
we back them up with the necessary 
where-with-all.

SEARCHLIGHT ON CONGRESS 

nterestlng Address at Meeting of Newton South 
Community Forum 


The second meeting of the Newton 
outh Community Forum wns held 
unday afternoon at Lincoln Hall, 
'ewton Highlands and attracted a 
arge and representative audience. 

Mr. Fred I. Brown presided and the 

usical program included two solos 
y Mr. Ellbt H. Robinson. 

Mr. Lynn Haines, secretary of the 
national Voters League gave a most 
interesting address on the subject — 
'Tho Searchlight on Congress.” 

Mr. Haines said in part — 

It required ten years of hard study 
without any outside distractions for 
ne to discover two facts that the Gov- 
rnment is tho most fundamental ele- 
ment in life for us all and that laws, 
more than labor determine how each 
one of us shall prosper and that Gov- 
ernment means more in dollars and 
cents than anything else. Politics is 
the gateway to everything that Gov- 
ernment has to offer or to withhold 
rom the people today. Any ad- 
vance and any vital change in Govern- 
ment is possible only through Gov- 
ernment. Mr. Plunket was right when 
ho said tho party in control insist 
upon all the patronage because there 
isn’t enough to go round. This next 
house of representatives is almost 
wholly a matter of patronage. There 
is involved in dollars and cents one 
million dollars and that means, re- 
duced to practical politics, that two 
hundred and twenty members will 
have at their disposal, each of them 
five thousand dollars ns a total for 
re-election. The Senate, the upper 
body (sometimes I wonder why we 
use the word upper in speaking of 
the Senate, possibly in the same way 
we speak of an upper berth) has just 
as much of this political plunder with 
less than one fourth as many to share 
in it. A committee includes three 
clerks and last year one of the chair- 
men asked the Senate for another 
clerk, which of course was unneces- 
sary. There are fifty-nine committees 
in the house and fully three-fourths 
are not any use, all these men have 
their personal political work done at 
public expense. The house has about 
435 members and of that number fully 


400 are absolute figure heads. Par- 
liamentary conditions today are even 
more unspeakable than they were 
during Cannon’s time as speaker. The 
average member is compelled to sub- 
stitute politics for public service. 
The free seeds that are sent out by 
Congressmen seems incredible. The 
only thing about flower seeds is that 
some people think they are for the 
garden and not for votes. Last spring 
one of the Congressmen sent out the 
usual allotment of seeds and one vot- 
er wrote back and asked how to grow 
Wistaria on a fire-escape. 

There has developed a new school 
of Congress. This has been organized 
during the last five years. The men 
who go there learn how-to classify 
the voters and write them letters. It 
teaches them how to reach and hold 
each one of these groups and just 
how often to write and how to write. 
They also learn that it is a much bet- 
ter policy to write to voters after 
election rather than before or during 
election. If you receive a letter right 
after election you think, well here 
election is all over and my Congress- 
man has not forgotten me. I know 
the man who started this new school 
of Congress and I know how he ex- 
perimented writing letters and trying 
out his system for the new school. 1 
heard him say once that he could take 
any man and keep him in Congress 
until the Lord called him above. The 
trouble with Congress is politics. This 
is the problem of the nation. The re- 
construction of modern politics can 
only be brought about by three things 
publicity, establishment of avenues of 
information and a program of the 
routine of the house so the public 
may know what the house is doing. 
Parliamentary re-construction is the 
first thing that ought to be done. 
Another thing we want is the recog- 
nition and rights of new members. 
It takes six or seven years now be- 
fore a new member can go far enough 
around the circle to get in the posi- 
tion where he has any real influence. 

Question. Does not the recognition

A BUSINESS MANAGER 

The Central Club Addressed by Mr. G. F. 
Willett of Norwood 

The Central Club held a very suc- 
cessful and well attended meeting 
Mondny evening in the parlors of Cen- 
tral Congregational Church, Newton- 
villo. 

Mr. George F. Willett gave an in- 
teresting and instructive address, and 
his subject was. “Concerning the 
Spirit; An application of Business 
Principles to Civic Affairs.” 

Mr. Willett, who is a wealthy and 
successful business man of Boston and 
Norwood, is a public spirited citizen, 
intensely interested in Civic affairs. 
In his discourse on. "The Business 
Manager in Civic Affairs," he describ- 
ed the present form of the government 
of Norwood, under which the town 
meeting elects five commissioners who 
serve without pay and who have gen- 
eral oversight over the carrying out 
of the town’s policies. These commis- 
sioners appoint a business manager 
to spend the town’s money. 

The various city departments are 
under his management, and he is 
fully responsible for their economic 
and efficient management. The pres- 
ent plan has greatly reduced the Nor- 
wood tax-rate, has distributed the 
burden of taxation more equally and. 
what Mr. Willett regarded as most 
important, has enabled the town to 
get full value for every dollar expend- 
ed. thus helping to engender a true 
civic spirit in the public employees 
and the citizens, and making the lat- 
ter willing to be taxed for the town’s 
improvement. 

Mr. Willett answered many ques- 
tions in a most interesting way, and 
he is convinced that the “business 
manager plan” is even more worth 
while in large towns and cities than 
in small ones.

NEWTON BEATS CAMBRIDGE 


The Newton High football eleven 
won its second game in the Quadran- 
gular League last Friday when it de- 
feated Cambridge Latin at North Cam- 
bridge by the score of 16 to 0.

Newton’s fumbles. 

On the other hand. Brookline has 
passed through one of the most suc- 
cessful years of the school history.

Brookline has 
not been defeated this season, and its 
j goal-line has been crossed but once. 
jThis is by far the best team which 
Brookline has had in recent years. 

Brookline overwhelmed both Cam- 
bridge and Wellesley by large scores, 
defeated Boston Latin in a close con- 
test, and scored a brilliant victory 
over Waltham High. Newton found 
both Wellesley and Cambridge fairly 
easy opponents, and scored a decisive 
victory over the strong Boston Latin 
eleven last Wednesday, but was held 
to a tie score by Waltham. 

Coach O’Brien of the Boston Latin 
team believes that Newton will defeat 
Brookline by a decisive score, pro- 
vided that the orange and black plays 
in its recent form. In his opinion, 
Capt. Garrity is the best halfback in 
Greater Boston high schools. 

Brookline High has not won a foot- 
ball championship from Newton 
since 1910. Also, within the memory 
of the present high-school students, 
Newton has never been defeated o£ 
Thanksgiving Day. For these reasons 
the Brookline boys will certainly 
make every effort to take full advan- 
tage of their unusually successful 
year. Newton, however, is a team 
which has not yet been seen in its 
best form, and will bear the closest 
watching next Thursday morning.

The recent widespread celebration 
of Fire Prevention Day (October 9th) 
throughout the United States, gives 
point to the query as to whether fire 
prevention is really making good in ac- 
tual results. 

Here is a part of the answer. 

Boston’s Metropolitan District (in- 
cluding the City of Boston and 25 
neighboring towns) has made a re- 
markable showing, since appointing its 
Fire Prevention Commissioner in 1914. 
Comparative figures for the single 
month of June, are as follows: In 1914, 
1.337 alarms; in 1915, 935 alarms; in 
1916, 605 alarms, — or a decrease in 
two years of 64 per cent.

The best and surest way to wreck 
the future is by "blowing out our 
hoys’ brains.” Blowing out our hoys’ 
brains has been the greatest cause of 
crime, poverty, and immorality in the 
past nnd it is today our greatest men- 
ace to the future. 

The brains of our hoys are now be- 
ing fortified or blown to atoms nnd 
we either don’t know it or don’t care. 
It is being accomplished not hv can- 
non. not by guns, shrapnel or lead, 
but by a far greater nnd more in- 
visible power — hooks. 

Books are stealing into the hoys’ 
forts every instnnt ns friend and foe. 
Both are nlike welcomed. The cheap 
novel, at a nickel or a dollar, is your 
son’s greatest enemy and is hanging 
unceasingly and with almost no op- 
position at the open door. 

Social position and climbing offer 
no redress for a son’s mental, physi- 
cal. or moral destitution in the near 
future of tomorrow. There must be 
an outerguard to his brain. 

Scoutmasters, teachers, ministers, 
and librarians are willing and eager 
to act but are often lax until the call 
is sounded. It is the parents’ first 
duty to the future of the child and the 
nation to bugle the "Call to arms” and 
demand of these people the titles of 
books which build and do not destroy. 

Christmas buying of hooks should 
he therefore selective nnd not collec- 
tive. for it places a great responsibil- 
ity and privilege upon the buyer.

EQUAL SUFFRAGE NOTES 

This year’s presidential campaign 
has "scrapped” several of the stock 
objections to equal suffrage. The wo- 
men’s large registration has shattered 
the theory that only a handful of wo- 
men want to vote, and the fact that 
women are so widely divided in their 
preference for candidates ought to 
silence forever the foolish question, 
“What would happen if all the men 
voted one way and all the women the 
other?” As an argument against 
equal suffrage, that question was al- 
ways as absurd as if someone had op- 
posed the building of a transconti- 
nental railroad by asking, "What 
would happen if everybody in New 
York should want to take the twelve 
o’clock train for San Francisco on the 
same day?" Of course, no railroad 
could stand such a strain; but the 
thing simply does not happen. 

Nothing shows the rapid advance of 
public sentiment on the woman ques- 
tion more markedly than the way in 
which the people and the press have 
taken the news of Miss Rankin’s elec 
tion to Congress. Only a few years 
ago. one of the standing objections to 
equal suffrage was the awful possibil 
ity that some day some woman might 
be elected to Congress. The idea was 
a horror, a nightmare. Now that 
woman has actually been elected. It 
hardly causes a ripple — except a 

strong ripple of joy among the suffra- 
gists. 

Professor Andrew H. Wood of the 
Denver Law School, who says he was 
formerly an anti-suffragist, writes to 
Myron E. Douglas of Woodbury, N. J.: 

"The effect of the women’s vote upon 
our legislation is very great, tending 
to make our laws more humane and 
to adapt tliehi to what the health, edu- 
cation and mpral welfare of the peo- 
ple require. The women have insti- 
gated or made possible such legislation 
as our mothers’ compensation law, our 
strict child labor laws, our eight-hour 
law for women, our drastic non-sup- 
port law, our white slave law, and our 
law taking the schools out of politics. 
They have also been most responsible 
for our extensive establishment of 
children’s hospitals and homes, mater- 
nity homes, schools for the blind, and 
for mental defectives, juvenile courts, 
bureau of child and animal protection, 
free employment agencies, travelling 
libraries, and ex-convict labor asso- 
ciations. 

"The women do want the ballot, and 
they do vote. Colorado casts about 
twice as many votes in proportion to 
her population as any male suffrage 
State.” 

Former Chief Justice Isaac N. Sul- 
livan of Idaho writes: 

"Woman suffrage in Idaho has 
proven beneficial to the best interests 
of the State. And there is no doubt 
hut that the results would be just as 
beneficial In the more thickly populat- 
ed States of the Union. I believe that 
the most important factors In the 
State are the wives and mothers who 
make of their sons and daughters good 
citizens to govern and protect . the 
State; and woman’s suffrage is one 
of tiie greatest means to effect that 
end." 

After studying the election returns, 
the Socialist papers announce that the 
main Socialist strongholds In this 
country are New York City and Mil- 
waukee. If they were Chicago and 
Denver, opponents of equal rights 
would say it was due to woman suf- 
frage.

The speaker dwelt upon the enor- 
mous business carried on by the de- 
partment stores of the country, now 
running far up into billions of dollars 
annually, 85 per cent of the purchas- 
es being made by women. Every- 
thing has been done by the large 
stores to make shopping convenient 
and agreeable, but the abuse by 
thoughtless customers of the approv- 
al system has brought about a rest- 
less condition. and threatens an eco- 
nomic crisis. Goods are often re- 
. turned to the stores too late for sale, 
j or in such a condition that they enn 
only be destroyed. In New York a 
movement has been started to stop 
all charge accounts. The Boston 
Chamber of Commerce after serious 
ly considering the situation, urgent- 
ly requests the shoppers of New Eng 
land to use the privilege of return- 
ing goods only when necessary and 
fair. Certain goods are listed as non- 
returmfble and must he sold with 
that understanding. Mrs. Woolman 
feels that the general economic situ- 
ation is bound shortly to become 
more stringent, and if consumers wish 
to keep down the price of commodi 
ties, they must co-operate with the 
merchants in a fair deal all around. 

Miss Heloise E. Horsey, who was 
announced to speak before the New 
tonville Woman’s Guild on Tuesday 
afternoon, was unexpectedly called 
away from the city, so her place was 
supplied by a young Chinese student 
from Harvard, Woon Young Chun, 
who spoke on, "New Forces in Old 
China.” Mr. Woon, who is a high 
caste Chinese, was born in Shanghai. 
Several of his brothers have held con- 
spicuous positions in the civil, mili- 
tary and educational service of their 
country. He himself is a graduate of 
the Syracuse University in 1915, has 
studied two years at the Massachu- 
setts Agricultural College and is now 
doing post graduate work at Harvard. 
He is preparing a text book on For- 
estry for the use of Chinese schools. 
In his exceedingly interesting talk 
he told of the home life, of the man- 
ners and customs of his country, of 
the educational system, of the posi- 
tion of Chinese women and many oth- 
er points. At the close of the lecture 
the annual exhibit of the Needlework 
Guild was shown and a food sale held 
for the benefit of the Housing Fund. 
Tea was served by the Charitable 
committee. 

The War Relief Work under the 
auspices of the Guild has been resum- 
ed and will be continued every Fri- 
day from 9.30 in the morning to 3.30 
in the afternoon at the New Church 
parlors. All workers, whether or not 
Guild members, will be welcomed.

The Newtonville Woman’s Guild has 
the distinction of being the first or- 
ganization in Newton to bring a presi 
dent of the United States, to the city. 
The Hon. William Howard Taft ar- 
rived in Newtonville in time to take 
luncheon at the Fessenden School, 
where he afterwards addressed the 
boys. Later in the day in spite of the 
rain he enjoyed a game of golf at the 
Brae Burn Club in company with Hon. 
Samuel L. Powers and Mr. E. K. Hall 
As the guest of Dr. and Mrs. George 
H. Talbot he dined at the club to- 
gether with a few personal friends 
and later addressed an audience made 
up of representative people of this 
city and the surrounding towns, 
which filled the Central Congregation- 
al Church. In introducing the dis- 
tinguished guest Mr. Powers, who 
presided over the occasion, touched 
upon the beauties and advantages of 
this city as a place of residence and 
proffered him the mayoralty, if he 
would f come here to live. 

Mr. Taft before begining the formal 
part of his address acknowledged the 
honor, intimating that he already 
knew something of the intricacies of 
the city and characterised it as “the 
most multiform town” he had ever 
known. The subject of the address 
was “Our World Relations,” in which 
he outlined briefly the changes which 
have taken place in this country In the 
100 years since Washington’s day and 
the change it ought to effect in our 
future policy. The speaker was in 
his happiest mood and held his audi- 
ence in his characteristic way through 
the setting forth of what might other- 
wise have been a recital of dry facts. 
In alluding to the criticism which 
Secreary Seward received on account 
of the purchase of Alaska, he said. 
Mr. Seward has been vindicated, and 
then added facetiously, "I am inter- 
ested in the vindication of dead states- 
men.” Our present policy in the 
Philippines he refrained from com- 
menting upon, saying, “I couldn’t do 
it in a church.” Mexico was called 
“an international nuisance” and "a 
liability in our foreign relations." 
The address was concluded with a 
recital of the platform of the League 
to Enforce Peace and an appeal to his 
audience to help on its establishment 
by arousing public opinion in its favor.

The Newton South Allies Relief As- 
sociation has been in existence about a 
year: it was organized by Mrs. Guil- 
ford. M. Stuart, Mrs. H. J. Ido. Mrs. 
G. H. Mellon, Mrs. James Liddell, Mrs. 
G. A. Tierce and Mrs. Henry E. Wil- 
liams. 

Its membership has increased from 
six to two hundred and ten and every 
Friday morning even during the hot 
summer months it has held its meet- 
ings in the Trinity Church Parish 
House. Newton Centre. 

When it began its work it had no 
money at its disposal, but by mem- 
bership fees, donations, bridge par- 
ties, garden parties and teas it has 
raised and spent about $2300, and has 
been able to pay for all materials 
used. All of the surgical dressings 
have been sent to France thru the 
American Fund for French Wounded, 
but the knitted goods and other arti- 
cles have been sent to special desig- 
nated places. In November, 1915, to 
the Derbyshire Yeomanry in the Dar- 
danelles; in December to the Lan- 
cashire Territorials in Serbia; in Jan- 
uary to Mr. Leonard Hawkesley in 
Italy; in February to Miss Julia Colby 
for the Johnson-Reckett Hospital, near 
Paris; in March, to Pension Guillier 
Hospital at Limoges; in May to Miss 
Thompson’s Hospital in Paris. 

During the summer everything was 
sent thru the American Fund for 
French Wounded to France, but the 
shipment for October went to the 
British Red Cross Society in London, 
to be distributed to the British Sol- 
diers. on the continent. This consisted 
of 12 cases of goods containing 1S4 
Christmas bags, 98 comfort pillows, 
35 pairs of socks, IS pairs of Hospital 
socks and 17 sweaters. 

During the year there has been sent 
to the Allies, 144,712 surgical dress- 
ings, 2.093 knitted articles, 36,400 
yards of bandages, 1.2S8 pillows, and 
more than 3,500 miscellaneous articles 
such as sheets, towels, pillow slips, 
handkerchiefs, book, clothing, person- 
al property, bags, adhesive plaster, 
hot-water bottles, etc. 

Contributions have been made thru 
the Association to the Artificial Leg 
Fund, the Orphlant des Armes, Edith 
Cavell Memorial and the Para fine 
Fund. 

In June when President Wilson 
called out the troops from the different 
states and it seemed as if war was in- 
evitable in our own country, the As- 
sociation voted to work for the relief 
of the soldiers of the United States 
whenever it became necessary. The 
women have accomplished so much 
in the past year, that they feel as- 
sured that the people will wisji them 
to continue in this relief work. Con- 
tributions either great or small may 
be sent to the Treasurer and will be 
thankfully received.

of a Congressman in Congress depend 
on the personality of the man? An- 
swer. Not as the system is today. 
In the 63d congress there was a man 
from Michigan who had as much abil- 
ity and courage as any congressman 
of any other party. In spite of the 
fact that he tried for weeks and 
months this man could not get more 
than five minutes to discuss the ques- 
tion he wanted to bring before Con- 
gress. It was the Mullhall matter. 
You wfll all remember what a stir 
it caused in this country and how 
quickly Congress handed it over to a 
white-washing committee who kept it 
buried as long as they could and then 
they reported it to the house and it 
was handed to another committee and 
so on. There is one man who has the 
power to report these matters and to 
move for action and the others have 
no more right to say anything, any- 
more than any one of you who are 
not anywhere near Congress. 

Question. Do we need more public- 
ity than we have. Don’t we get plenty 
of publicity in the Congressional Rec- 
ord? Answer. No we do not get any- 
thing about what Congress is actually 
doing. The Congressional Record is 
not a true report of what Congress is 
doing. The papers do not tell the real 
story of Congress. There is no real 
story for anyone to tell as Congress 
is managed today. What we want to 
arouse is public opinion to force Con- 
gress to bring everything out in print. 

Question. If the Voters’ League 
want publicity why don’t they try to 
get it through Colliers? Answer. We 
are after all the publicity we can get. 
Let me say the Voters’ League was 
started in a small way with the be- 
ginning of Wilson’s administration. 
We did it to establish a proper foun- 
dation with which to do public work. 
We finished that period the first of 
this year, when we started a little 
paper called, "The Saarchlight on 
Congress.” In the last six weeks the 
league has had more advertising than 
during all the time since its organi- 
zation. Just as an illustration, about 
six weeks ago we had a letter from a 
man requesting us to send him sam- 
ples of our work, and in due time he 
wrote that he was interested in it.

Centre; W. E. Burghardt DuBois, Ph. 
D. Subject, "The World Problem of 
the Coldr Line.” 

Prof. DuBois is a former professor 
of Economics at Atlanta University 
and will give a most interesting ad- 
dress on the Negro question.
